Dr. Long Succeeds Dr. Opie 


Dr. Esmond R. Long, Professor of 
Pathology at the University of Chi- 
cago, has been elected to the chair of 
pathology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania School of Medicine and to 
the directorship of the laboratory in 
the Henry Phipps Institute for the 
Prevention and Cure of Tubercu- 
losis. He will begin his duties on 
July 1, 1932, succeeding Dr. Eugene 
L. Opie who will become head of the 
Department of Pathology of Cornell 
University Medical School. 

Dr. Long is nationally known for 
his research and writing in the field 
of tuberculosis. He holds the degrees 
of Bachelor of Arts and Doctor of 
Philosophy from the University of 
Chicago and Doctor of Medicine 
from Rush Medical College. He has 
been an instructor in the laboratory 
of the Carnegie Institution at Tuc- 
son; a Trudeau fellow at the Sara- 
nac Laboratory; and a voluntary as- 
sistant at the Pathology Institute of 


the German University at Prague. 
Dr. Long is a member of the Board 
of Directors of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association. He is Editor-In- 
Chief of the Journal of the Outdoor 
Life and is on the editorial staff of 
the American Review of Tubercu- 
losis.

New Health Exhibit 


A striking new portable health ex- 
hibit on tuberculosis in children is 
being prepared by the National Tu- 
berculosis Association. There are 
five separate miniature stages, at- 
tractively colored to give the effect 
of six or eight colors, showing in cut- 
out figures the following health 
needs: a physical examination, chil- 
dren at play, sleep with open win- 
dows, proper diet, and sanatorium 
treatment for early cases. At the 
base of each stage is lettered “Christ- 
mas Seals Finance the Fight Against 
Tuberculosis.” 

Where space is limited as it often 
is in show windows, the stages may 
be changed frequently and shown, 
one at atime. At fairs, conventions, 
or at larger exhibits, however, the 
whole thing may be used. 

The dimensions are 20 inches wide 
by 16 inches high and the entire set 
comes packed flat in a single heavy 
cardboard container. Heavy card- 
board is used throughout and there 
are no miscellaneous extra pieces to 
get lost or broken. 

Seldom have we offered a more at- 
tractive yet practical piece of health 
education publicity.

Three Pioneers Have Died 


The death of Dr. H. Longstreet 
Taylor on January 2 has brought a 
loss not only to Minnesota but to the 
whole field of tuberculosis work. 
Dr. Taylor will be remembered for 
his untiring efforts in establishing the 
Minnesota system of state and county 
sanatoria, as well as for his work as 
a scientist, teacher and physician. He 
was for several years president of the 
Minnesota Public Health Associa- 
tion. In 1927 he was elected presi- 
dent of, the National Tuberculosis 
Association, after serving for several 
years on the board.

Tuberculosis Association in 1929. 
Dr. Taylor, inspired by Dr. Robert 
Koch’s discovery of the tubercle ba- 
cillus, studied for two years with 
Koch in Germany. He practiced med- 
icine in Cincinnati, Ohio, in Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina, and in 1893 
he went to St. Paul where he lived 
until his death. In 1905 he built the 
first tuberculosis sanatorium in Min- 
nesota, a private sanatorium at Po- 
kegama, Pine County. 


Miss Isabelle F. Hyams, formerly 
a member of the Board of Directors 
of the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation and a trustee of the Boston 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Matta- 
pan, died in Boston, February 17. 
She was long associated in public 
health, teaching, and social work 
with Mrs, Ellen Richards, Assistant 
Professor of Sanitary Chemistry at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, of which institution Miss Hyams 
was an early graduate. She founded 


the Louisa M. Alcott Club in Bos- 
ton in 1895. She was a pioneer in 
health education in that she related 
the principles of home economics 
with the child’s physical development 
through classes and clubs. She was 
an ardent and active member of the 
board of directors of the Boston Tu- 
berculosis Association, her chief inter- 
est in recent years being in their 
Preventorium. 


Mrs. Lulu S. Wanzer, founder in 
1913 of the South Dakota Public 
Health Association and its first presi- 
dent, died August 15, 1931, at Rapid 
City at the age of 69. In 1913, she 
organized the first Christmas Seal 
Sale in South Dakota and, with the 
proceeds, employed the first pub‘ic 
health nurse. Her influence in the 
development of public health work in 
her state has been great. Camp Wan- 
zer, the South Dakota Tuberculosis 
Association’s summer preventoriu, 
is named for her. 
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
